FEARS EXPRESSED BY PRESIDENT CASTRO 


Who Believes the Venezuelan Conflict May be a Pre- 


text for a World War—He Says That all Peace- 


ful fleans Will be Exhausted. 


Washington, Feb. 2.—(Bulletin.)— 


A compromise has been offered 
by 


Minister Bowen to Germany, Grear 
Britain and Italy. In order that they 
may maintain their prestige whictt 
they have alleged would be lost if they 
were to permit the ' non-blockading 
creditors to settle with Venezuela on 
the same basis with themselves, Min- 
ister Bowen offers them preferential 
treatment for the period of one month. 
During that time the three countries 
are to have exclusively for themselves 
30 per cent of the customs receipts ol 
ports Cabello and LaGuayra. After 
the expiration of one month, all the 


~ national creditors are to sEare alike 


in the 30 per cent reservation. Minis 
ter Bowen makes this concession, in 
the interests of peace without abro

FURTHER COMPLICATIONS. 


Washington, Feb. 2. — Further possi- 


ble complications in the 
Venezuelan 


embroglio are indicated by a dispatch 
this morning which says that the rev- 
olutionists have won a decided Tic 
tory near Cua, some sixty miles south 
of Caracas. As the dispatch hears the 
date line of Williamstad, Curacoa, the 
headquarters of General Mates, 
the

ence is given to the item here. It Is 
recognized, however, that this is one 
of the ever present dangers of the 
situation. Both Germany and Great 
Britain have schemed from the first to 
foster the desires of the rebels and 
one of the reasons for prolonging the 
blockade is that it -will give Matos and 
his people more chance" to effect 
coup, and overthrow Castro.

Buy Called Doc-torn mill Firemen to 


Wpstfield (N. J.) Disaster. 


One of the heroes of tbe recent rail- 


way disaster at "Westfield, N. J., was 
Carl Gluck, thirteen years old, son of 
John D. Gluck, the manager of the 
American-Asiatic Steamship company 
of New York city. It was this lad 
,who, by •wonderful presence of inind, 
doubtless prevented much graver loss 
of life, says the New York Tribune. 
There was a dinner party at tho Gluck 
home. 
Carl, sitting near a window, 


heard a shrill whistle. "There's the 
Philly flier!" he exclaimed, running to 
the window to see it pass the house. 


"Then I saw the train standing 


there," be continued, in telling the 
story, "and saw the express train com- 
ing full speed. 
Just as I got to the 


window 
the express 
struck. 
The 


three end cars of the Bastou train 
buckled and were tossed high into the 
air, while the engine rammed its way 
tinder them, tearing the frames apart. 
Immediately I saw flames break out. I 
knew there was only one telephone 
anywhere near—that's in our house, 
you know—so I ran out to the phone 
and told central to give ine No. C> at 
once.

. Alleghanies. There he found a supply j 
of coal about to be shipped to fill a 
prior order. In some way he influenced 
•the manager to sell him the coal at or- ! 
dinary market prices. Then he tele- . 
graphed for cars from the Chesapeake 
and Ohio railroad to get the purchase 
to Washington, finally shipping 3.200 
tons. Like a stockman with a load of 
cattle, he got in the caboose -with the 
trainmen and stuck to his <-oal until it 
reached Washington. 
He had seen 


shipments of other buyers' coal side- 
tracked and diverted to wrong custom- 
ers, and be did not intend to suffer 
such a mishap to himself. 


The 1,200 tons arrived ia Washing- 


ton just as the last shovelful was tak- 
en out of one of the bunkers at the bu- 
reau of printing and engraving. The 
department's supply had 
unrroivcd 


down to less than two days' quota. 
Rhodes started another train load on 
tlie way. He has been s!at»-d for an 
advance in the department because of 
his display of executive ability and 
common sense.

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THE SLEEPING SICKNESS 


Some Facts About a Strange 


African Disease. 


OFTEN ACCOMPANIED BY INSANITY 


According to n Fortnjcnene 


•lon That I» Studying tb« DUeaae'* 
Cau«e* and Symptom*. It In a Form 
of Ophulo Men In j;lt IK— Only Yonne 
Keirroea Attaclced. 
Travelers Jn Africa have occasionally 


described a curious disease affecting 
the young negro population, the most 
characteristic symptom of which is ab- 
solutely uncontrollable fits of sleepiness. 
These fits are in no sense a true coma, 
as the sufferers can always be awak- 
ened, but upon stopping the stimulus— 
talking and shaking—they immediately 
"doze off" again. 


The disease was naturally named the 


sleeping sickness. 
It is of infrequent 


occurrence and only attacks the na- 
tives, and so excited little curiosity 
among pathologists. 
But during the 


last few years it has increased much in 
freqf-yjncy and severity and has caused 
such a terrible mortality in the Kongo 
basin that both the Royal society and 
the London School of Tropical Medi- 
cine have sent out a commission of ex- 
perts to study it. Their reports have 
not yet been published, although sever- 
al of the commissioners have already 
returned.- But a commission sent by the 
Portuguese government to study the 
same disease, which was-making seri- 
ous havoc among the negroes on Prince's 
island, in the gulf of Guinea, has print- 
ed a full account of its' findings, and 
from this the following curious facts 
are obtained, says a correspondent of 
the New York Commercial Advertiser: 


The most marked and early symp- 


toms of the disease are the fits of 
sleepiness, although these may be pre- 
ceded or accompanied by a feeling of 
weakness, depression and disinclina- 
tion to exertion of any sort. Dr. Pat- 
rick Mansoe, of mosquito malaria fame, 
"who has studied. the disease in the 
Kongo, states that it is frequently ac- 
companied by insanity, and fits of 
maniacal excitement may be one of its 
earliest manifestations. He also speaks 
of a curious lightening or reddening of 
the hair as a premonitory symptom. 


At first the sleepy fits are short and 


^ Infrequent, but even in the early stages 
are extremely sudden and quite irre- 
sistible, the patient falling asleep with 
his mouth full of food or even while 
drinking. 
In this stage the sufferer 


can be easily aroused, but immediately 


. falls asleep again. As the disease pro- 


gresses the fits are more frequent and 
the sleep is deeper, but even to the end 
it is possible to arouse the sleeper. Ons 
patient upon being awakened a few 
hours before his death smiled and ac- 
cepted a proffered cigarette. It is al- 
most uniformly fatal. 
The memory 


seems to be but slightly impaired, but 
the -will and power of concentration are 
markedly weakened almost from the 
start. The senses of sight, hearing and 
taste remain active to the last. 


In Prince's island the exciting causes 


of the disease appear to be excessive 
labor, poor food and bad sanitation. 
All negroes of either sex are liable to 
contract it, except those over forty- 
years of age.

THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Some Facti About the (irvut I»th' 


uiau 


The treaty hlgued by Secretary Iluy 


and Dr. Ilerran, the Colombia!) minis- 
ter, is a long step taken toward the 
construction of the Puuuiua canal by 
the United Stales, says the New York 
World. A special session of the Co- 
lombian congress will be held in the 
spring to consider the treaty, and the 
option of the French company, which 
now runs to March 4, will undoubtedly 
be extended. 


The canal will cost the United States: 


(1) ?40,000,000 to be paid to the French 
company, the present value of Us char- 
ter and construction work as computed 
by the Walker commission; (2) $10,000,- 
000 down and $250,000 per year after 
ten years to the Colombian government 
for the concessions, including the Pan- 
ama railroad, and (3) the further ex- 
penditure of $145.000,000 on the canal 
is authorized by the act of 1902; more 
may be needed. The lease from Colom- 
bia runs 100 years and is renewable 
by the United States. And by an ar- 
rangement with Great Britain most 
creditable to the common sense of her 
statesmen the United States will have 
exclusive control of the canal strip. 
subject to arrangement with Colombia. 


Of the 4C.5 miles of the canal one- 


half will lie at sea level, and this por- 
tion is nearly completed. Thirteen 
miles more will run in a lake created 
in the valley of the Chagres by a dam 
at Bohio, which will impound half a 
cubic mile of water. The remaining 
ten miles, the famous "Ciilebra cut" 
across the backbone of the continent, 
presents the greatest difficulty. It will 
probably be passed by a section about 
seventy feet above the sea. 
And the 


sides of the cut will tower more than 
300 feet even above that level. The 
canal will be nowhere less than 120 
feet wide at the bottom and usually 
considerably more. The locks planned 
by the French company were to be 738 
feet long, but the rapid increase in the 
size of ocean craft may dictate a great- 
er length. The minimum depth of ten 
meters (32.8 feet) planned by French 
engineers may also be increased. 


These facts convey some impression 


of the magnitude of tbe undertaking. 
Its total cost will be more than twice 
that of the Suez canal, more than five 
times that of the Kiel canal in Ger- 
many.

"We coal dealers," said a prominent 


coal merchant to a reporter of the 
Washington Post, "have certainly come 
in for our share of abuse in the fam- 
ine. All housekeepers understand the 
importance of sifting the ashes and 
saving the cinders and unburned coal, 
but few people really understand the 
correct method of using coal. As a mat- 
ter »f fact you can economize in the 
use of coal the same as you can in any- 
thing else, with very excellent results 
too. Kow, to many people the most 
natural thing in the world to do is pile 
on a large bucket of coal the moment a 
fire needs replenishing, which serves 
only to deaden the fire and exhausts 
strength and patience to start it up, 
also consuming twice as much fuel as 
would otherwise be necessary if the fire 
had been properly managed. 


"For instance, a fire to be correctly 


and economically cared for should be 
kept bright and clear by constantly re- 
moving the ashes and when coal is 
needed put on in very small quantities, 
•which, as experience should prove, 
quickly ignites and so throws out the 
coveted heat. By this and another very 
simple means—viz, the care of the 
dampers, arranged so that the heat will 
come into the room instead of passing 
out of the chimney—many of us could 
have our hooies much warmer than 
they are and at the same time use less 
coal. If this means would be em- 
ployed, our patrons would be aston-

ent at Rome recently had the follow 
ing interview with the pope's physi- 
cian, Dr. Lapponi, concerning the con- 
dition of tbe pontiff's health: 


"First, I want to know,'' asked the 


correspondent, "if there is any truth in 
the recent reports about the pope's 
great physical weakness?" 


"The same amount of truth as is usu- 


al," Dr. Lapponi replied, "which is 
none at all. The holy father is stupen- 
dously well (stupendamente bene). He 
has not been better for the last ten 
years. He bas got through the winter 
wonderfully. He astonishes even my- 
self, who know his great powers of re- 
sistance. He is now preparing for the 
great function of March 3, which closes 
his year of jubilee." 


"There is no truth, then, in current 


stones about his fainting fits?" the cor- 
respondent asked. 


"They are the idlest fables," Dr. Lap- 


poni replied. "The pope never fainted 
in his life; at least, so far as I know. I 
know for certain he did uot faint when 
Dr. Mazzoni put him under.the kuife 
several years ago, and that was an oc- 
casion when a fainting fit might have 
been expected, but we did not even ad- 
minister an ansesthetie. People who see 
the pope for the first time are some- 
times deceived by bis pallor, which 
gives him an Appearance of weakness. 
He always has been pale and apparent- 
ly fragile. 


"Let me tell you a little story about 


this. Twenty-five years ago. when the 
cardinals went home after electing 
Leo as pope, the youngest and strong- 
est physically among them told his 
friends at Bologna. 'We have elected a 
splendid pope, but I am afraid I'll have 
to make another visit to Rome soon to 
elect his successor, for Cardinal Pecei 
looks very delicate.' "Well," 'Lapponi 
continued, "this morning 1 saw his 
holiness in perfect health, but grieving 
for the death of Cardinal Parocchi, the 
very man who made this prophecy at 
Bologna. Another thing that deceives 
people is that the holy father often 
looks worn out and exhausted. So he 
does, but so would most men who got 
through his daily %vork; but, on the 
whole, the pope enjoys extraordinary 
health and vitality for a man of his 
years." 


"Does tbe pope use any special diet, 


tonic or medicine?" the correspondent 
asked. 


"He never takes a tonic," Dr. Lappo- 


ni replied. "That is to say, a mere 
tonic, and he never uses medicine ex- 
cept when be has a cold. As for diet, 
he eats sparingly, for no man of his 
age requires much food. The pope's 
diet consists almost exclusively of 
broth, generally chicken broth, with 
bread steeped in it He is very mod- 
erate in the use of wine. Two small 
glasses of Bordeaux daily suffice him." 


"Does the pope sleep well?" was 


asked. 


"Excellent." Dr. Lapponi said, "and 


this is one of the causes of his con- 
tinued good health. His holiness re- 
tires, after a good day's work, about 
11 nightly and rises refreshed the next 
morning about half past 6 or 7. He 
does not sleep all that time, but al- 
ways sleeps four or five hours each 
night 
He does not need more than 


that, nor do I mean to say that his 
uiittd is resting during the hours of the 
night when not asleep. Very often it 
is during these hours, when the rest of 
the Vatican is wrapped iu sleep, that 
the holy father is at work composing 
his poems." 


"Will you say to what you attribute 


tbe pope's longevity?" the correspond- 
ent asked. 


"To the regularity of his life," Dr. 


Lapponi answered. "He is as balanced 
iu bis habits as in his words, and al- 
ways has been so. The Peccis are a 
long lived family, but excepting the 
pope none of them bas got into the 
nineties. The holy father inherited a 
magnificent constitution and strength- 
ened it still further in his youth by 
plenty of athletic exercise. You may 
sum up everything by saying thnt I at- 
tribute his longevity and good health 
to the regular life he has always led." 


"Does he take exercise in the open 


air now?" it was asked. 


"From the beginning of November 


until tbe middle of June," Dr. L.-iprx-nj 
answered, "he never puts foot outside 
the Vatican, but during the summer 
months he spends a few hours two or 
three times a week in the Vatican gar- 
dens, and at intervals treats hisusclf to 
a half holiday there." 


"Yon have been quoted as saying 


thnt the pope may easily live to attain 
a hundred. Are you still of that opin- 
ion?"' the correspondent asked. 


"Yes." Dr. Lapponi answcrcd- 


as strongly as ever. Indeed. 1 have no 
intention of limiting Tope Leo to a 
hundred years. If be goes on ns vrc-II as 4.
